2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 3, 21, 22, 30-34, 40-43 and 50-53 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3) because the prior art does not teach or 
iairly suggest the claimed invnetion. 

Claims 1, 2 and 4-20 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by US. Pat. 4,696,911. US'911 teaches a nickel- 
based catalyst composition prepared I the presence of a process gas and fat composition at a temperature of at least 100°C; which is 
then contacted widi an unsaturated feedstock at a second temperature no greater than 70°C producing a hydrogenated feedstock. 

Claims 1-22, 30-34, 40-43 and 50-53 the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the 
subject matter claimed can be made or used in industry. 
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
